verted Into Regulation 


Army Camp 


Men and women of Danville today 


contributed their part in the great 
national movement designed by Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing to test the ade- 
quacy of the nation's defense. 
The 


observance here was similar to that 
in thousands of cities of the nation 
and was marked by the mobilization 
of the four local National' Guard 
units swelled, during the afternoon, 
by a number civilian recruits who 
during the past few days have signi- 
fied their intention of meeting the 
countryls call. Until today it was es- 
timated that 250 civilians would re- 
port for service this afternoon this 
number being secured by the Nation- 
al Guard organizations located here 
and at the local army recruiting sta- 
tion 
«», 


Early this afternoon it was plan-, 


ned to put the National Guard com- 
panies through menuevers and drill, 
these to terminate at 4:30 o'clock 
when Rev. Charles L Garrison will 
make a patriotic address at the Fair 
Grounds 
Afterwards, the 
guards- 


men and the civilian recruits will pa- 
rade down tow-n to their armories 
and will be dispersed for the day. the 
material and equipment at the fair 
grounds to be returned by truck. 


The'fair grounds at one o clock 


oresented a distinctH- martial appear- 
ance with the four company streets. 
lined out from the standards of the 
units with "pup" tents set up, arms 
stacked and with sbtilarge hospital 
tents reared in regulation formation, 
field kitchens giving forth the dis- 
tantly recollected odor of chow. On 
the hillside the whippet tanks were 
lined and were being tuned up for 
this afternoon's work while at the 
headquarters tents the commanding 
officers and their staffs were found 
ready to function upon the receipt e£ 
orders. 
It was estimated that 325 National 


Guardsmen were on duty this morn- 
ing with more thajj. 100 pup tents 
reared each man's equipment lying 
neatly assembled within. The Hospi- 
tal Company brought out its 
full 


equipment 
There is a receiving tent, 


one used for operations, a tent for 
contagious diseases, two ward tents 
and one devoted to casuals recover- 
ing and about to be evacuated either 
to the base hospital further behind 
the lines or back to the patient's out-

competent staff of surgeons who are 
readv to function.
